gular. Pious men of different denominations, have been very decided- 
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Lord’s Supper. 


The Lord’s Supper, so called because it was instituted at night by 
our Lord Jesus Christ, is the second Sacrament of the New Testa- 
ment. It is regarded as the feast of the New Covenant, and is compo- 
sed of bread and wine, the visible—of the body and blood of Christ, 
the invisible nutriment. Christ gave to his disciples bread and wine ; 
he commands, that, we both eat and drink, and never directly or in- 
directly authorized the withdrawal of either, from any person who may 
attend at the feast. As to the form or colour of the bread, or quality 
of the wine, there can be no reasonable objection to either, and hence 
the Lutheran church is not tenacious upon this point. In many Lu- 
theran churches, bread in the form of a wafer is still preferred, but 
when it cannot be conVeniently obtained, any other may be substituted. 
We have i in some instances used rye bread, and that leavened too, no 
other being at hand, It is however, understood generally, that in ac- 
cordance with the primitive institution, unleavened bread should be 


used, and in this view of the matter, the Lutheran charch is not sin- 


ly in favor of the use of unleavened bread. Dr. Adam Clarke, in his 
commentary on Matthew, ch. xxvi. says, “‘ Now if any respect should 
be, paid to the primitive institution, in the celebration of this divine 
ordinance, then uxleayened, unyeasted bread should be used.. In every 
sign or type, the thing signifying, or pointing out that which is beyond 
itself, should either have certain properties, or be. accompanied with 
certain circumstances, as. expressive as possible, of the thing signified.— 


Bread, simply ‘considered in itself, may be an emblem apt enough of 


the body of our Lord Jesus, which was given for us; but the design 

of God was evidently, that it should not only point out this, but also 

the disposition required in those who should celebrate both the anti- 

type and the type.’® 
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We cannot but hope, that all our members will feel the importance 
of continuing the custom of. using anleavened bread, in the Eucharist. 
And, that it may have a tendency, with the blessing of God, to pro- 
mote sincerity and truth in the souls of our communicants, is our ar- 
dent desire. Indeed we take up this subject, from no other motive, 
than that the views of our church may be known, by our youthful mem-: 
bers, and that, if they are desirous of continuing in the church of their 
father’s, they may convince themselves of the purity of our doctrines, 
the expediency of our customs and excellency of our discipline, and, 
thus enjoy all the advantages whieh they are calculated’ to produce.— 
As long as our tenets cannot be shewn to militate against the Bible, 
we should support and maintain them, and the same prerogative belong - 
eth ao, and is exercised by othe . God has for wise purposes, per- 
mitted the church of Christ, to be composed of different denominations, 
and whether or not these distinctions shall cease in this sublunary 
world, is an arcanum. If however, each exercises charity and grants 
to the other, the unalienable right to judge for itself in matters of 
faith and discipline, no possible ¢vil can arise from the existence of 
different religious denominations. | Nay, they will excite each other to 
greater zeal for the cause of ourjcommon Master. 

As to the qualifications required by the Gospel, in order to become 
a worthy communicant, Protestants we believe have but one opinion ; 
and hence various constructions as to the manner of communing, can 
never create untoward feelings among Christians of different denominas 
tions. In the Lutheran church, [the communicant may, standing or 
kneeling, receive the elements, these he believes are more than a 
signification, or mere symbols. He does not with the Papist believe in 
transubstantiation, nor with somejof the Christian church, that it is a 
mete spiritual] enjoyment, and yet he is far from believing in consub- 
stantiation. Luther defines the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper thus, 
** It is the body and blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, under the external — 
signs of bread and wine, given unto Christians, to eat and drink, as it 
was instituted by Christ bimself.”| Christ then is believed to be present 
—not naturally—not spiritually, but sacramentally, and in maintaining 
this, the Lutheran considers eabar warranted by Paul’s declaration, 
1, Cor. x. 16. “* The cup of blessing which we bless, is it not the com- 
munion of the blood of Christ ?. The bread which we break, is it not 
the communion of the body of Christ?” The term “communion” de- 
scribes the sacramental nature of the things visible and invisible, which 
united in the Lord's Supper, are received by the communicant. How 
and in what manner, the bread and wine remaining as such, is united 


--with the body and blood of Christ, is not attempted to be explained — 


The Lutheran believes in the Trinity ; he believes what is said by John, xx. 
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y. 26. but cannot by all the powers of ratiodination, illustrate the facts, . 
He doubts neither the one nor the other, and is convinced, that if before 
the glorification of Jesus, nething could prevent him from being pre. 
sent with his body wherever he deemed it expedient, then nothing can 
prevent his presence at the Supper, now that he is in full possession of 
divine power. Such view of the subject, is eminently calculated, to 
inspire us with reverence, before the altar, and woe unto such as ap. 
proach it with levity and merely in compliance with the custom 
of the Christian church, But, let a man examine himself, and so let

_~We publish the following extracts of a letter, from the Rev. B. Keller 
to the Rev. Dr. Schmucker, President, of the Board of Directors. 

Many, who profess to be Christians, desirous of séeing true religion 
flourish, and Ministers too, pronounced the plan of establishing the Semi. 
nary, entirely visionary, and cenbured those who determined to make 
the trial; amid all the difficulties produced by such, from whom friend- 
ly aid ought to have been derived, scarce one year has elapsed, when 
facts not anticipated so early, speak a language, which compels even 
actual opponents to the institution, to admit, that the blessing of God 
appears to rest upon it. In Europe, according to the latest accounts, 
our Agent succeeds beyond our expectations, in collecting money and 
books for the Seminary. That part of Pennsylvania, which is embra.- 
ced by the West Pennsylvania Synod has contributed liberally, and who 
will attempt to close the pockets of our wealthy members residing in 
other parts of our beloved country? ‘True, we cannot calculate upon 
important contributions immediately, from our people in general, but 
when they shall see and hear, the increased number of pious, learned, 
and zealous Ministers, produced by the Seminary, who will dare to 
slander them, by asserting that they will not then evince their grati- 
tude to God, by supporting an ‘institution, which imparts such signa 
benefits to the church. But herr Mr Keller! 

** Having returned from my urney, I hasten to give you an account | 
of my operations. Agrecably to my instructions, I commenced my la- 
bors at Bedford, but could not effect much. The congregation is yet 
small—has just finished building a house of worship, and hence these 
good people are considerably in debt. They were also collecting 
among themselves contributions, to enclose their grave-yard and to. pur- 
chase a bell, Nevertheless I made an attempt, which was not unsuc- 
cessful. From the English peaple I could not obtain any thing, as they 
are not enabled to support a Minister of their own. Brother Yager is 
indefatigable in his labors, and appears to be incessantly engaged, in 
preaching, exhorting, praying and singing among the people of his dis- 
trict. From thence 1 proceeded to Berlin, where I was received with 
open arms. The people here, evinced by their contributions for our 
Seminary, that they have not forgotten the meeting of our Synod 
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among them. From brother Creegler, who afforded me all the aid in 
his, power, I proceeded to brother Heyer, Somerset, where I found ma- 
‘ny obstacles in my way. You will recollect that our. people here, un- 
fortunately lost their elegant church by fire. They were indebted at 
that time $500. Since that affliction, another church has been built, 
and consequently increased their debt, which together with a debt in- 
curred by the purchase of a parsonage house, actually disables these 
people from aiding the Seminary at this time. Brother Heyer and the 
chief members however, assure me, that in a year or two hence, they _ 
will do their part, equal to any of their sister stations.” ' 


Mr. Keller passed through many districts, which are ‘not supplied 
with Pastors. Occasionally he met with such as were, compelled to 
unite with other denominations, in consequence of having no opportu- 
nity whatever, to be instructed by a Minister of our church. Some of. 
them appear to be well satisfied, being impressed with the idea, that 
they have not changed their creed by attaching themselves to another 
church, whilst others lament they are. of our 
mode of worship. | 


Our Ministers, with whom Mr. ‘Keller thet, are not ae favourable 
to the Seminary, but sa convinced are they, of the wants of our peo- 
ple, and, that the Seminary is calculated to furnish them with pious 
Ministers, who can inculcate the doctrines of Jesus in the English and 
German languages,—that they afforded Mr. Keller all the aid in their 
power, to obtain contributions. The Rev. Mr. Schmick, subscribed 
for himself thirty-five dollars. The Rev. Mr. Weygant of the Synod of 
Ohio, gave it as his decided opinion, that in a year or two, that Synod 
will, without a dissenting voice, support the several institutions of our 
church, which have lately been ssa at into existence, under the 
smiles of God, Jehovah. | 


We subjoin a list of the subscriptions as obtained by Mr. Keller, at 
the different stations, in order to prove, that our people are interested 
for the Seminary. In some of the counties, visited by Mr. Keller, the 
population is sparse, and consequently our churches are small. This 
fact being considered, we cannot but say, Well donc! 
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‘104 Comforts of the Chiistian Rehgion 
An Affecting Scene. 
~~ The following account of an af cting scene, which occurred to one 
of the Editors of the Lutheran Magazine, may interest: some ot the: 
readers of the Intelligencer : oo 
A few months since, I was. called, to “visit an aged member of my 
congregation, who was dangerously ill, and desired the consolations of 
“ yeligion. He lived ina remote corner of one of the adjacent towns, 
without the limits of the. congregation, where 1 was seldom called to 
perform Ministerial duties: The person who came to solicit my atten- 
dance, travelled a distance of early twenty miles on foot, at a season 
of the year, wheii the roads were extremely bad. He was a near rela- 
tive of the’ afflicted object, and seemed very desirous that T should com- 
ply, with his request, as soon as my circumstances would possibly per- 
mit, He represented his cxse as very urgent—he told ine that his Phy- 
sician entertained no hopes of his recovery, and that appearances indi- 
_ cated his speedy dissolution. I proceeded without delay, to visit this 
~ pious old man, whose bodily infirmities had, some time previous to this, 
prevented him from appearing in the House of God, and tniting with 
the rest of the congregation in the devotions of the Sanctuary. When I 
arrived at the place of his resi(lence, I found an old log fiouse, situated 
on the top of a steep hill, which T had some difficulty in ascending.— 
The building was fast fall: ng into detay and exhibited all wigvasdi it, ap- 
pearances of extreme poverty. | 
In-this miserable hovel, which afforded not eten the necessary cor 
veniences of ‘life, lay my aged parishioner, stretched upon his sick bed, 
with nothing to comfort him but the principles of his religion. From 
the representations which 1 hdd of his casc, 1 expected to find him so 
far reduced in his strength, as no longer to be able to enter into any 
conversation. I had already regretted that I was not called to visit 
him at‘an earlier period, so that I.might have had an opportunity of 
conversing with him, and becaming more particularly acquainted with 
the nature of that faith which'sustained him under the influence of his 
afflictions. But in this I was} most agreeably disappointed: The mo- 
ment he saw me enter the door of his humble dwelling, he exclaimed, 
**O, there comes my beloved Pastor—how anxiously have I waited for 
his arrival—my prayers have at length been heard—my last wish is ac- 
complished, and I now can die cheerfully. Blessed be God, for this last 
act of unspeakable mercy to such a poor and worthless sinner as I am. 
He has sent unto me the Minister of my church, that I might once 
more before I die, receive from his pases, the blessed Sacrament of my

crucificd Redeemer, and enjoy the comforts of his love to my soul.” 
1 instantly advanced to his bed-side, in a little dark corner of the room, 
where sat his wife and the rest of the family. As Tapproached, he 
raised his head from his pillow and extended his cold and shirivelled 
hand, which I took and pressed affectionately; without being able to 
utter a single word. He saw that I was affected This produced a still 
greater effect upon his feeling. The tears begah to roll down his 
cheeks in quick succession, anc for a while he was unable to speak:— 
At length he proceeded :—“ That you should come such a distance ta 
visit such a poor.old soul, suffering under the influence of both poverty 
and disease, in this miserable log hut; quite overcomes me. God has 
always been merciful to me; but this loving kindness ctowns all that 
I evet experienced.” I told him that he was one of my flock, and that 
however grateful he might feel to God for his goodness, that in com- 
ing to him under his present circumstances, I did no more than an act 
of duty which I owed to tlie sick and afflicted of wy congregation. “ 
know,” said he, “ that I am one of your flock, and that you are the~ 
Minister of my faith—a faith which I publicly and solemnly professed 
before God and mah, in my early years, and in the land of my nativi- 
ty; before the hand of tyranny had separated me from my Kindred and 
friends—a faith which has been miy greatest comfort throughout the 
various trials and adversities of miy life, and which now enables me to 
rejoice at the near approach of death.” He then related to me some 
of the most eventful scenes of his life: He was a native of Germany. 
While he was yet young, he was forced to enter into the military ser- 
vice. He was one of those German troops, which, during the war of 
the revolution, were transported to this country to aésist the British in 
the subjugation ef the Colonies. At the battle of Stillwater, where 
Gen. Burgoyne surrendered his forces; be was taken prisoner, and 
brought into this region where he afterwatds settled, and has ever 
since continued to live. He had passed through many scenes of diffi- 

culty and dariger. He had experienced many misfortunes in life whick 
had reduced him to poverty. He told me that while he was conhected 
with the army, lie was often led astray by the wicked example’ of his 
corrupt associates; but that God had as often shown him the folly of — 
his way, and reclaimed him by His Holy Spirit. One time, he mention- 
ed more particularly ; wher he was so far gone ina course of iniquity, 
that the Lord seerfied to have taken His Holy Spirit from him, and to 
have given him up for ldst; “And, 0,” continued he, “1 shall never 
forget the transports which filled my enraptured soul, when I —— 


‘that I had returned to the Lord” and that He had pardoned my sins.’

When I look back upon the scenes of my past life, I feel constrained to 
say, bless the Lord, O my soul, /and forget not all his benefits. How 
often and“ how wonderfully has God. preserved me. He bath redeemed 
my soul from death, and my life from destruction. When I sat in dark « 
riess and the shadow of death, He hath lifted upon me the light of His 
reconciled countenance, He hath communicated to me his grace, and 
visited me with his salvation : And now, when the time of my. depar- 
ture is at hand, He enables me to say, Ihave fought a good fight; F 
have kept the faith; T have finished my course, and ee there 
is laid up for me a crown of righteousness.” 
His wife, who had hitherto wept in silence near his bed, then raising 
her eyes, and regarding him with a look of affection, expressed her 
fears that he exerted himself more than his strength could bear: “ No, 
said he, let me go on, I have yet sufficient strength to speak, and my 
heart is full. Would to God I could communicate to you what I at 
this moment feel: It is a joy such as I never before experienced—but 
it is unspeakable.” He then communicated to me his desire of receiv- 
ing the Sacrament of the Lord?s Supper. The necessary preparations 
having been made by the family, 1 knelt down by his bedside and began 
to pray. While I was engaged in the performance of this solemn du- 
ty, he manifested the calmness and serenity of a mind, which is at 
peace with itself. When I came to the preparatory service,, which is 
usual in our church upon such occasions, he repeated Luther’s form of 
Confession in a manner which | produced deep, and I hope lasting im- 
pressions upon the mind of every person in the room. I then proceed- 
ed with the Communion service. A number of his neighbours, who 
had heard that I had been requested to attend, and expected my arrival 
about this time, were present. | | They were all deeply affected with the 
solemnity of the scene. When E offered him the Sacred Symbols of the - 
broken body and shedden bload of his Saviour, he raised his eyes to 
Heaven with an expression of j joy and gratitude, which I can never for- 
get. Having again invoked the divine blessing upon the solemn cere- 
mony which I had just performed, and returned thanks to God for the 
precious promises which he caiised to be communicated to his venera- 
ble servant, I asked the old man whether he experienced | any immediate 
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benefit from the sacred rite which I had just administered to him. — 
** Indeed, sir, said he, language cannot express the consolation and joy 
which this. blessed Sacrament has communicated to my heart; It has 
afforded me another pledge of God’s love to my soul: It has increased 
my confidence in the merits of my Saviour: It has been the means of 
strengthening me in my faith. Unworthy ab i am, it has confirmed me 
still more in the hope-of my salvation. Thanks be to God, for the in- 
estimable gift.of his Son, whose blood has washed me of my sins. 0, 
how blessed is he whose trangression is forgiven—Wwhose sin is cover- 
ed:—Blessed is the man to whom the Lord imputeth not iniquity.-— 
You then, said 1, enjoy that happy blessedness. _ Happy pilgrim. You 
have almost finished your course; you are near your Father’s house, 
Soon you will enter into the mansions of eternal rest. You seem alrea-

Kurtz accepted the invitation, but soon after, a messenger of the Crown- 
prince called on him, and brought an invitation to dine with the Crown- 
prince on the same day, on which Mr. Kurtz had promised to dine with 
the merchant. Mr. Kurtz excused himself, saying “I have promised 
to dine with merchant N. N. and consequently cannot accept of the po- 
lite invitation to dine with the Crown-prince,? The messenger, to 
whom the like never had occurred, smiled and said,“ lt is customary 
to waive every engagement, in consideration of a later invitation from 
Sreat personages.” Mr, Kurtz declared, — that his Royal High- 
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ness, would certainly not require of a Minister of the Gospel, to disre- 
gard a promise, The messenger discovering that he had a singular 
man before him, appeared to be much mortified, and observed, “7 can- 
not certainly bring his Royal Highness such an answer as I conceive 
you made, what shall I say?” “Say every thing, as I have spoken, and 

if yotshould be brought into any difficulty, I will make every exertion 
to apologize for you, to his Royal Highness. The messenger departed, 

and made report, upon which both the Prince and Princess burst into 
laughter, and the Prince observed: “ This is still a noble man, who ape 
preciates his word so highly !” |

Whe following happy conversion, we select, from many, which occup-. 
red under the ministration of the Rev. Muhlenberg, A. D. 1746. 

A man from L—— was the first who engaged my attention. His wife 
informed me, that whilst they resided 3 in Europe, ber husband had been 
so addicted to intemperance and gambling, that they. became reduced 
and disgraced, and on this a¢count were compelled to seek the new 
world. He had a good education, and in his early days received reli- 
gious instruction, but alas, his life was sinful and irreligious. He 
could at one time repeat the Scriptures, and at another, curse and 
swear. He acknowledged himself to be a sinner, but his righteousness 
consisted, in adhering ‘to the church of bis fathers. He came regularly 
to church, as often as I preached. 1 took occasion to state repeatedly, 
in general terms, that unless we were born again, we could not enter 
the kingdom of heaven. With such preaching this man was dissatisfi- 
ed, but nevertheless continued to be one of my most constant hearers. 
At length he became seriously ill, but for some time was very impa- 
tient and much alarmed at the idea of his dissolution. The hg of 
God which he had heard hitherto without profit, now opened his eyes, and 
he saw his lost condition. Gradually he felt the burthen of sin, and 
cried out, Oh! it is too heavy.” I pointed out to him the Lord Jesus, 
who had borpe the sins of the whole world, as the only one who could 
relieve him, and so far as I could judge the words of Paul, to the Ro- 
mans, y. 20. “ Where sin abounded grace did- much more abound,” could 
be applied to him, Before he departed, he expressed sincere thanks, 
that the fathers and benefactors in Europe, provided our people, on thig 
éide of the Atlantic, With a ms of the Gospel. His assurance of 
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the grace of God, and peace in Christ Jesus, increased: to a high de- 
gree, and caused him ‘earnestly to desire to be clothed: upon with his 
‘house which is from heaven.” On the evening before his death, when 
all who were in his room thought, that the spirit was about leaving the 
teriement of clay, he burst out in a loud voice, singing the hymn,

| _ Jews in Constantinople. 
An account was given sometime ago, by the New York Observer, of 
seven Jews in Constantinople, who embraced Christianity. They were 
all imprisoned about the first of December, 1826, excepting one, who 
returned to Judaism. The following extract of a letter, dated Janua- 
gy 5, 1827, giving a more minute account of the circumstance, appear- 
| din the Jewish Expositor for April. We feel assured that our rea- 
| ders will be much interested by a perusal of it, and we pray, that it 
| may have a tendency to increase the zeal of all, in supporting the Bible 
| cause. But, we would not be satisfied; with the mere joining a Bible 
| Society, and contributing to it a trifle annually. Nay, if the blessing of 
| Jehovah is to attend the operations of these institutions, then those 
who are members, should seek an experimental knowledge of the 
truths contained in the sacred volume. ‘True, God can, has, and will 
still use even the ungodly, to promote his object, but then it is no 
advantage to them, for God judges the heart, and hence, though we be 
members of Bible societies, annual or life subscribers, if the heart con- 
tinues in an unconverted state, alas, all our labors will be in vain, as 
regards ourselves. And whence the cause of so many being in an un- 
converted state, who are members of a Bible society? They either do 
not read the Moly Scriptures, or if they do, take up the book, as they _ 
would a newspaper, neither praying for the Spirit’s influence, nor me- 
_ ditating upon what has been read. To this fact must be ascribed, the 
indifference of many, upon the subject of pure, holy and undefiled reli- 
gion—the cowardice evinced, by not resisting the temptations of the 
world, and the paucity of those, who would be btn ® to suffer and die 
for the name of Christ. . | 
| “ After the seizure of these converts from vodsiian to Jesus Christ, 
the Jews used all their efforts to obtain the execution of one of 
them. Sentence of death was passed upon Chaim Castro, by the Grand. 
Bobbi and h his threg assistants; we a ames was presented to the 
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dragoman of the Porte, (himself formerly a Jew,) offering him a large 
reward if he would obtain for them its being carried into effect.— 
“We demand,” they said, “‘the death of this accursed man, whose 
blood be upon us.” This circumstance is the more remarkable, as the 
Jews never allow, if it be possible to prevent it, any one of their na- 
tion, whoever he may be, or whatever crime he may have been guilty 
of, to be put to death by. the Turks. | To prevent this their national 
purse is always open, and. thousands and thousands of piastres are giv- 
en on such occasions. Here, however, was a crime similar to that 
which our Saviour and his apostles had committed ; and they were pre- 
pared to avenge it with a similar blindness and obduracy. May the veil 
ere long, be taken from their pesete? and I tryst in.Ged the time is 
rapidly approaching ! 

The dragoman of the Porte, ‘ his honor, refused to dip his hands 
in innocent blood, and, in a conversation with Mr. Hartley, compared 
their conduct to that of their forefathers before Pilate: and all that 
their interest and money could effect, was to obtain a sentence that they 
should be sent to the Bagnio, i “ee of the Arsenal, for the term 
of six months. 


During this critical interval bet mean the first of December, the day 
of their apprehension, and the ‘7th, when they were committed to the 
Bagnio, which they passed at the prison of the Porte, they were cut 
off as much as possible from all intercourse with their friends, and 
were assuiled by the Jews with every kind of temptation to renounce 
their faith. A full pardon and immediate deliverance were promised 
them, if they returned to their old religion; and death was held out to 
them as the consequence of their perseverance, The young man was 
the principal object of these assaults, whose father, now returned from 
Adrianople, and intended father-in-law (for though so young he was 
already affianced in marriage, and the money of the dowry paid) left 
20 means untried to reclaim him. He has, however shown, throughout 
an admirable firmness, and a lively faith and zeal; nor does he appear 
to have had more than one moment of weakness during the whole 
course of his severe trials. This was shortly after his apprehension, 
when he was assured, that if he returned to his parents and old reli- 
gion, he would not only secure himself from punishment, but that this 
would be the only means of saying the lives of the Armenian* and his 
two friends ;—turning to whom, he said, *‘ For your sakes I must yield.” 
They, however, exhorted him not to be deceived by the professions of 
the Jews, but to stand firm : and that, if necessary, they would all dic

together. His courage was lenniddtitely restored; and noe has ever 


since, by his example, been the main support and encouragement of 


the little band. On one occasion, especially, their fortitude was put to 
the test: for the Jews, seeing that they could not work upon them by 
promises, had it finally announced to them, that their fate was sealed, 
and that the next morning they would be led to execution. Thus, for 
a whole night, they had the view of death before their eyes! and they 
spent it in reading the New Testament with weeping and prayer.— 
Two other Jews were left in prison with them, whom the bookbinder 
[Chaim Castro} reproved for their unbelief in the Messiah, exhorting 
them to follow their example, and become martyrs for the name of Christ. 
These Jews, unmoved by their behavior and exhortations, wrote to the 


Rabbis, to inform them that there was no hope of their ever returning to 


the Jewish religion, and that the only course to be pursued with them 
was to get them put to death. | 


The punishment of prisoners in the Ragnio consists in being chained, 
two and two with heavy chains, and employed in the laborious works of 
the Arsenal, under the superintendence of Turkish guards, who beat 
them if they do not perform the task to their liking. There are about 


e 


_ 700 persons in this prison, of whom about 300 are Gteek slaves, the 
_ greater part prisoners taken in the Greek war. The circumstances of 


| this affair having produced a general sensation and sympathy throughout 
the city, had penetrated within the walls of the Arsenal; and the prison- 


“a 


ers, when brought there, were kindly welcomed by the poor Christian 


slaves, who went in a body to the Agha and officers, to beg they might 
be kindly treated, and not put to severe Jabor. Itt consequence of this 
mediation, they passed the two first days unniolested; but after this; 
several Jews came, and among them the father and intended father-in- 
law of the young man, who, after another fruitless attempt to bring them 
back to Judaism, went and gave a considerable sum of money to the 
officers of the prison, to put them to hard work, anc to beat and torment 
them. They suffered severely under this persecution for five or six days; 
until the matter coming to our knowledge, } our Ambassador was so kind 
as to send his dragoman, and, by his representations, to procure the ces- 
sation of this wanton and cruel treatment, and the weight of their chains 
was diminished one half: although, being still in the class of chained 
prisoners, they have continued to labor with the rest. A few days ago, 
two of them were thrown down and bruised in working at a large wheel, 
used for raising masts, and fixing them in the vessels of war, bya sim- 
iJar accident to which two men had previously been killed before their 
eyes. They are now, however, recovered from their bruises, and will 
not, I believe, be henceforth employed in similar works, The father of 
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the young man has been indefatigable his to ‘recover his 
son, ani has repeatedly come to the/prison with his mother and rela- 
‘tions, persuading and entreating him with tears to return to them, and 
promising him every thing he could desire: but he bas constantly repul. 
sed them ; telling them to lay aside all hope of changing his resolution ; 
that Jesus Christ was now his father and mother; that he preferred his 
chains with Christ to all they could offer him; and that when they re- 
nounced: their errors and became Christians, he would then acknowledge 
them as his relations. Among other encourajements they haye had in 
their trials, have been messages from some of their Jewish friends with- 
out, who partake in their sentiments, exhorting them to stand firm, say- 
ing that they gloried in their fortitude, and that their own hope was in 
their perseverance. 1 trust, indeed, I may say with truth, that they have 
conducted themselves like trde Christians; and it has been remarked, 
that the faith and love to Christ shown by these new converts may 
put to shame those who have long borne the Christian name. When in 
the height of their sufferings they professed themselves ready to die 
for the love of Christ; and that their Savionr taught them that if their 
enemies took away their life, this was all they could do, and that they 
hoped their souls would be happy with him forever. Their Christianity 
is indeed the work of the New Testament; and the members cf the 
Bible Society may rejoice over their conversion, as the fruit, under 
God, of their exertions in the circulation of the Scriptures.

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A Christian church. among the Arabs, Turks and 
Persians. 


We are indehted to our correspondent 7 Senex, ” for several very in- 
teresting extracts from the Monthly Magakine published at Sleswig, 
A. D. 1826. 

On the shores of the river Tigris, there ekists a Christian church, the 
members of which call themselves Chaldeans, and trace their origin to 

the tinie of the Apostles. It is sipposed that they number 500,000 
souls, all of whom are trained to arins, and whether at home OF, a» 
broad, engaged in temporal matters or worshipping’ in church, they are 


never without arms, being constantly exposed to attacks from the’ 


Turks. Their Patriarch is the first civil officer of the republic. The 
metropolis is called Iolemark, and is situate in the mountains, bounded 
by the river Zabat, which empties into the Tigris. During the winter 
sedgon, about 12,000 persons reside in the city, but in thé spring, the 
number is much diminished, by the removal of many to the adjacent 
villages, for the purpose of cultivating their fields. The city is en- 
closed by a strong rampart, well mounted with cannon. But little is 
known of these people. The Papists attempted to make an impression 
upon them some years ajo, but failed, and) that because of the Bible, 
of which they have many manuscript copies. Since it has been discov- 
ered, that these Bible Christians have no printing establishments among 
them, and no books, the British and Foreign Bible socicty, is making 
arrangements, to a them with printed copies of the Bible.

However well aware we are, that there is a wide fieid open in the 
United States, for Missionaries, and that it should not be neglected, 
for fields in foreign climes, yet we cannot but believe, that there are 
many professing Christians, who evince their hostility to the cause of 
Christ, by refusing to contribute a trifle to support foreign Mission- 
aries. Generally, we find these very persons, contribute nothing to sup- 
‘port the Missionaries in our own country. We hope that our people, 
who are blessed with the preached Gospel, will enrich the treasuries 
of our different Synods during this year, for, as our readers have seen- 
the hunger for the word, among our own people, (in the Northern, 
Southern and Western states,) who have no churches, no Ministers, ex- 
ceeds all description, and all our Synods are determined, to feed these 
precious souls, so far as our organized ehurches will enable them. But, 
Jet none condemn foreign Missionary societies, nor refuse, if he has the 
ability, to contribute a trifle, to support them. If any of our people, 
feel it their duty, to aid the Missionary cause at hoine or abroad, let 
them call on their own Pastors, who will give every information upon 
this interesting subject, and apply faithfully, any sontributions left in 
their hands, as may be directed. 

To show the progress of Christianity in Southern india, and conse, 
quently to expose the fallacy of arguments offered by the enemics of 
the Missionary cause, we ask an attentive perusal of the following ex- 
tracts from the journals of those faithful servants of the Lord, Rey. 
Messrs, Schmid and Rhenius. 

“Two men came from Vooliyoorkooritchy, near Nanganchery, re- 
questing in the name of twéuty-six families, to be received into the 
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Christian church. On inquiry, they said, that they had trusted in idols 
and devils, and lived in lies and deceit; but that they had seen no ad- 
vantage from it: they were, after all, miserable; and therefore, wished 
to kuow and serve God. They had first become acquainted with these 
things some months ago, when they heard our young men read Tracts 
in the street along our compound; and they afterward had conversation 
with our people in their neighborhood on the subject. After all the 
searching which J] have made into their views and designs, I cannot 
but say, at present, that they are sincere: their answers to my inquiries 
were very pleasing. One of the men had still his amulet on his arm: 
during our conversation I adverted to it, asking him whether he still 
placed confidence in such things. He assured me that all such confi- 
dence had vanished from his mind, and that he wished only to trust in 
the living God. His companion instantly broke the string, and the 
man himself delivered the whole into my hands. This amulet had been 
ten years upon his arm. Thus the Redeemer’s kingdom is enlarging, 
from day to day; the werd of the Lord is spreading; and the Tracts 
are being read all over the country. a 

Some of the people of Kovindapaty, a shanar village near the moun- 
tains, brought me to their former temple of Peroomal, which they have 
converted into a place of Christian. worship. The stony idol was cast 
out and lying outside to be worshipped no more. What a sight!—an 
idol, which several generations have worshipped as God, now cast out 
as a thing for nought! ‘We have so long,’® said they, ‘ worshipped 
this stone from ignorance; but we see now that it was vanity and sin.” 
I asked whether they were not afraid, when they tore it out of the 
ground. “No,” said they: “ why should we be afraid? If it were God 
it would have reproved us when we cast it out; but it is onlya stone 
taken from yonder mountains: No; we wish to learn the way of the 
living God, and to serve Him.” My palanquin boys were astonished at 
the sight; and I trust have received fresh excitement to forsake their 
idols at Palamcottah too. I blessed God for the fulfilment of his pro- 
mises. In the evening, the little place was filled with men and wo. 
men, both from this village and from two neighbouring hamlets: I 
preached to them till late. There are a few other smaller temples here, 
which they intend to break down to-morrow. The head shanar here, 
has been long the principal servant of the devil in this place, but is 
now the foremost in destroying his works. The temple, in which I now 
sit is comparatively small, and with a Palmyra-leaf roof: but the Lord 
of heaven and earth manifests his presence to us here. __ 

_ On the next day Mr, Rhenius writes,— 

Breakfast being finished, the head-man requested me to witness the 
destruction of of his: : we went into the village.— 
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‘Outside or his compound vere was a small Ammen temple, which was 
already in ruins; but there were still the baskets, with the rings, the 
corals, the cap, &c. which the devotees of Ammen used to wear at 
their idolatrous feasts. All these things they collected together, broke 
. the rings with their feet, and then put the whole into a fire kindled for 
the purpose. We then went into the head-man’s compound, where he 
had a small temple of Dhurma Rajah, built by his forefathers. Having 
declared that he was perfectly convinced of the folly and wickeness of 
idolatrous worship, he laid first his hands upon ‘the roof, and pulled off 
a piece, and then the rest destroyed it altogether. There are still a 
few more temples here and in the forementioned villages ; but, on these, 
the inhabitants, who still remain heathens, have a claim; those temples 
they did not touch; and I advised them to let them alone, until they 
all should turn unto the living Goa. | 

‘The people having thus destroy ed, of their own accord,ithese abomi- 
nations, we assembled together, to give thanks unto the Lord, and to 
devote ourselves unto Him. On this occasion, 1 informed them more 
particularly, of the manner in which sin and all trouble came into the 
world, ad in which the Lord has saved us from sin. The dedication 
of our souls and bodies to the livid God, in Christ Jesus, was solemn. 
They afterward signed a paper, declaring the reality of their intention 
to serve Him. They were glad at all they did; and at the prospect of 
being now more fully instru¢ted in the things pertaining to God and 
Christ Jesus.. Theré are, in all these three villages, at present, twen- 
ty-one families which have thus dedicated themselves to God. What 
has he wrought in this wilderness! Blessed be his name for the fulfil- 
ment of his promises! These things were marvellous to my eyes. 

Again :—The head-man in Amandavanakoody, who is, 1 trust, an 
humble and true believer, related among other things, that several of 
the congregation had hid their idolatrous pictures, &c. ** Now,” said 
he, ** when‘I found that out, and siw from it, they were half for our 
Saviour, and half for idols, § strongly reproved them, and took their 
idolatrous pieces, and tore and butted them-im their presence, telling 
them that the Lord will not bless them if they are half-minded. I told 
them further, saying, ‘ When [come to you in your distresses and pray 
for you, how can the Lord hear me, if you secretly keep such wicked 
things ? He will not hear me, and I shall be discouraged thereby.’ ”— 
This simple relation of his wus truly affecting. He declared also, that 
those who willingly put away such | Shings, have been relieved from their 
distresses. 

As soon as I arrived at Pdedccfatchierry: the inhabitants brought me 
the head of a female deity, made of earth, which they had destroyed 
as soon as they had heard that I was coming. They had destroyed fous 
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or five other idols, the ruins of which I saw when T went to inspect 
the ground where they propose to build a church. Two, brothers, and 
a near relation to them, ownérs of much ground, and who had been hi. 
therto zealous idolaters, have renounced idolatry, and offer freely, as 
much ground as is necessary for building a church, and for forming a 
village of Christians. Twenty-one families of Poodoopatcherry and the 
surrounding villages have already given their hand-writing, and will 
settle in the new village us soon as possible. About fifty more intend 
to come over also, but they have not yet given their , band-writing to 
that effect.

ig This Synod held its annual session, on the 6th, 7th, 8th and 9th of 
May last, in Lincoln. : 

We have not yet received the minutes, but expect them very early, 
after they have been printed. From one of our brethren we learn, that 
great harmony prevailed, during the whole session, and that the at- 

tempt on the part of a few mistaken men, (who teach doctrines re-— 
pugnant to the principles of our church and the Bibke, as We conceive, ) 
to interrupt the deliberations of the Synod, did not only fail, but ex- 
posed to view, the debility of the opposition, engendered by ignorance 
and nourished by malice. The Synod has been much encouraged by 
powerful evidences, that the blessing of God attends the !abors of each 
member, and appears still more determined, to operate for the exten- 
‘sion of the Redeemer’s kingdom. 1 The report on the state of religion 
‘within the jurisdiction of the Synod, is said to be very encouraging.— 
A numbef of applications were made for Ministers, who stand in con- 
nection With the Synod of North Carolina, and among these were sever- 
al, from persons who had for a while submitted to the ministrations of
